All Temporary Assistance applicants who do not meet an exemption or exclusion from work 
participation activities must meet with DWD and complete an Individual Employment Plan prior to 
approval of the Temporary Assistance application or have good cause for not doing so.

Missouri is unaware of all circumstances that occur with an individual applicant, and is unable to 
determine other factors that contribute to an individual not complying with the Immediate Engagement 
requirement. Some individuals that are rejected in a month due to non-compliance with Immediate 
Engagement re-apply later and comply with Immediate Engagement. 


There is no impact due to this eligibility change as these individuals were never part of the Temporary 
Assistance caseload.
